But they either lacked the practical quality 
which Mott possesses in an eminent degree to work out success- 
fully Oakland's manifest destiny or were so far in advance of their 
times that the citizenship of Oakland was incapable of grasping the 
purport of their policies and benefiting by them. The man and the 
opportunity and the condition of the public mind met harmoniously 
when Mott was first elected mayor. Mott had the wisdom to see 
it, the practical experience to apply it, "and the community the intel- 
ligence to recognize it and co-operate in carrying out his enlightened 
ideas of municipal progress. 


For six years Frank K. Mott has been Oakland's ideal mayor.

The council of'the -English city of Bradford has adopted new by-- 


laws regulating street trading by children. It prohibits all children 
under eleven years of age from street-trading. 
Any person tinder 


the age of sixteen must be furnished with a license granted by the 
council to qualify him or her to engage in street trading. Any person 
between the ages of eleven and sixteen/unless physically, or mentally 
deficient, or who has iiotreceived the consent of his or her guardian to 
be so employed, is qualified to receive a license, and the application 
for it cannot be refused. 
Persons so licensed must wear a badge .pro- 


vided by the council. The new by-laws prohibit street-trading after 
8 p. m. and on Sundays; thej^ilso prohibit the licensee from entering 
premises licensed to sell intoxicants for consumption on the premises, 
or av>y premises licensed for public amusement, to sell or deliver 
goods. And unless exempted from school attendance the licensed 
person is prohibited from street-trading during school hours. 
Every 


licensed person must, moreover, be decently and sufficiently clothed, 
clothed. 


The government of the Republic of Brazil has not waited for the 


President to issue his invitation to the nations of the earth to partici- 
pate in the Panama-Pacific Exposition of 1915, but has'announced 
through its special commissioner that buildings to house Brazilian ex- 
hibits will be erected on the San Francisco Exposition site and also on 
the grounds of the San Diego fair. President Taft's invitation to 
foreign nations to participate is being delayed until the question of 
the site of the exposition is settled, the competition for which has nar-

more readily and at much less cost than tha1 western half of:Golden 
Gate Park. The report has disturbed the advocates of ifhe park site 
and.correspondingly elated those who are urging the adoption of

Gennaro, who, It is alleged, was the first 
to attack Gennaro Cuoccolo by stabbing 
him with a dagger, was given the chanco 
today to confront his accuser, Gennaro 
Abbatemaggio. 
In accordance with the 


criminal procedure of Italy, the alleged 
principals in the murder of Cuoccolo and 
Ills wife, haying- been separately Interro- 
gated are now in turn being given an op- 
portunity to stand faca to face with the 
Informer In open court and verbally to 
defend themselves. 
As the accuser and 


accused stepped before the Judges' bench 
today Abbaternagglo recited, what he af- 
firms wag the part played by De Gennaro 
In the tragedy at the Torre del Greco on 
the evanirig ot June 5, 1906. He said In 
substance: 


"De Gennaro -was armed with a dagger 


and also carried In a pocket a. kitchen 
knife which had been taken from the 
Cuoccolo home. 
Tills knife 
was later 


placed In the right hand of the dead man 
to give the impression to those 
who 


might discover the body that Cuoceolo 
had been slain In a duel. 


SOON OVERPOWERED. 


"When the assassins, accompanied by 
the unsuspecting Cuoccolo, reached the 
spot selected for the murder, De Gennaro 
suddenly drew his dagger and stabbed the 
victim. 
Cuoccolo 
attempted to defend 


himself with a pocket knife and wounded 
Corrado Sortino on the.hand,• but he was 
soon overpowered. Nicola Morra stabbed 
him and Antonio Cerrata. struck him on 
the head with ills cane. When Cuoccolo 
ceased to breathe, De Gennaro placed the 
kitchen knife in his hand, while others 
took a ring from his finger and from 
a 


pocket a latchkey to his apartments. 


"De Gennaro.then went to the Inn of 


Mimi-a-Mar to report the success of their 
mission to Enrfeo Alfano, while the others 
proceeded to th« .Cuoccolo home and mur- 
dered Maria Ctioccolo." 


CONFESSION SUPPORTED. 


Abbatemaegio's . confession" has 
been 


supported by the Carabineers/ who claim- 
ed to have found Cuoccolo's. ring at the 
home of a woman friend of; one of the 
assassins. This ring, they claim, was to 
have been sent to Luigi Arena, who from 
his prison cell had asked for'the death of 
Cuoccolo, alleging that the latter had be- 
trayed him to the authorities.

•was found to have a wound..on his hand 
as described by the Informer,:-but explain- 
ed this by saying that he had 
been 


scratched by a woman's hatpin and acci- 
dentally cut his hand with scissors. 


De Gennaro denied every incident of 


the story related and emphatically 
pro- 


tested his innocence of the crime with 
which he is charged Jointly wlflh _. other 
members of the Camorra.

Piedmont jnto Contra Costa county, and 
which now comes under tho Jurisdiction 
of tho city, was In a deplorable state 
after the winter ruins. The entire road-, 
way was a series of gulleys from" the 
rushing storm water, and was practically 
Impassable. Owing 
to the 
long haul, 


very little work could be done .on the 
road until the rains had ceased. . During 
the past month a crow, of men have been 
working continuously 
upon 
this road, 


and the same is now in good condition. 


A portion of the old Thornhill road is 


built on a 25 j>er cent grade, and is prac- 
tically "one of the worst1'grades 'in th« 
city of Oakland.

OUT OF WORK. 


"I believe my. husband ran away be- 


cause he had failed to gee. work to sup- 
port me ana the children. He had been 
out .of a Job since some time In February 
when he worked for about a month for 
the Bast Oakland Creamery 
Companv 
Ninth avenue and East Twelfth stree't 
Previous to that, however, he has work- 
ed for Sherman-Clay and other Oakland 
people, generally in late years as a driver 
or expressman. That was the sort of a 
position he was trying: to get when he 
disappeared. 


"He said he had to go downtown to 
see If he couldn't get a place with some 
expressman. 
Evidently ha couldn't, and 
as he used to say that he couldn't bear 
to come home to his children without 
money to buy food, I feel sure he felt so 
despondent and dejected this time, as he 
had often done before, that he decided to 
run away, or else he made away with him- 
self. That is my greatest fear. 
If he is

slight and'delicate in appearance and has

Of the children;- the youngest is only 


nine months old and Is very delicate, re- 
quiring constant attention, while .the eld- 
est Is only ten. ^ These children, 'Mrs. 
Towner wants to keep with her, saying 
she cannot bear to think.of putting them 
in a home. She. •wants to . get money 
enough, to keep the home going for a few 
months, in which time she hopes to hear 
definite news of her husband, -who, she 
is praying, will come, back to her.
